Document 3 sets forth a similar composition of a 
glass substrate to that described in claims 2 to 6 of this 
application, and the technique of reducing the amount of 
alkali metal ions which are dissolved out is known, as 
described in documents 4 to 7, therefore it would be easy 
for a person skilled in the art to apply the technique set 
forth in documents 4 to 7 to the invention described in 
document 3 . With regard to the composition of glass 
substrate described in this application, the composition 
ratio is not acknowledged to be critically significant in 
the light of the comparative examples and embodiments of 
the description of this application.

As described above, reducing the amount of alkali 
metal ions which are dissolved out is a known issue in 
said technical field, and it is known that it is 
preferable for the glass transition temperature of a glass 
substrate to be high, as described in documents 8 and 9, 
and designing the composition ratio of the glass described 
in document 3 in such a manner that this issue is 
satisfied would be within the normal creative skill of a 
person skilled in the art. 

Therefore the inventions set forth in claims 1 to 12 
do not involve an inventive step. 
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
